THE CREWS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Sans rod, N. I., July 18.—Nine crews have 
been practicing daily on the lake, with mtent to 
enter the University race. This is two leas than 
the number which tried to row last summer on 
the narrow course of the Connecticut at Spring- 


the lake, the start being at the southeast, near 
the shore, and the finish at the northern end of 
the lake, near the western shore.

for the different crews. Slips of paper, num- 
bered from 1 to 9, were placed ina hat and 
drawn, in the alphabetical order of the crews, by 
their Captains. No. 1 was to be on the eastern 
side of the lake, this being nearest the shore 
at the start; and No. 9 on the western, this be- 
ire farthest out in the lake. By a curious and 
most acceptable fatality, Harvard and Yale were 
once more placed side by side. By a not less re- 
markable coincidence, the five crews which were 
generally thought to have the only chances of 
success drew the five positions in the centre. 
Considerable merriment prevailed when Will- 
jams drew the last place, No.9; and the fact 
that she had made her appearance last in the 
race of 1878 was the basis of some fun at her 
expense. I was assured, however, by a member 
of her crew, that No. 9 was the very position

SUGGESTIONS. 

A PROMINENT INSURANCE AGENT, 
in conversation wita a reporter of this paper 
yesterday, gave expression to some suggestions 
that seem userul aud practical. As a member 
of the Committee appointed by the Board of 
Underwriters to visit the Council Menday night 
and give their views, perhaps the suggestions 
will indicate the character of those to be made 
on that occasion.

SUNDAY IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

By way of illustrating “ Puritad polity when 
petrified im legislation,” the New York Evening 
Post reviews a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts upon the subject of vio- 
lations of the Lord's day. The faets of the case 
may be thus stated: Madame Feital, living in 
Charlestown, while riding in a horse-car belong- 
ing to the Middlesex Railroad Company on Sun- 
day, Sept. 6, 1868, met with an accident by which 
her leg was brokea. She brought suit to recover 
damages, and the Railroad Company meanly 
interposed a plea that she was traveling on the 
Lord's day, which was not lawful. To this the 
lady responded that she was traveling lawfully 
to and from divine worship. Upon this plea there 
ensued the usual demurrers, eto., and finally the 
lower Court ruled that she could re- 
cover damages if ashe were really trav- 
elinmg to attend divine worship; other 
wise the State of Massachusetts allowed no 
compensation for injuries sustained in traveling 
on the Lord's day. The issue before the ‘jury, 
therefore, was narrowed down to the divine 
character of the services. It appeared that the 
plaintiff usually attended church in Charlestown 
when the services were performed by ministers 
of the same faith as herself. But on this ooca- 
sion her meeting-house was closed, and her at- 
tention was attracted by an advertisement of 2 
camp-meeting in Malden, at which Miss Laura 
Ellis was announced to give “physicial mani- 
festations” in a tent, charging W cents admis- 
sion fee. She therefore traveled over the road 
to attend that meeting, and while on her return 
met with the accident. The Railway 
pany denied that this was divine service. 
proof was that Mies Elis wae put into a bax 
with her hands tied; music was heard 
coming from the bo ; and when it 
was opened Miss Ellis was found with -her 
hands tied, and a ring that bad been on her fin- 
ger was perceived to be on the end of her nose. 
The Railroad Company not only denied that this 
was divine worship, but insisted that it was 
“idolatrous show.” The jury, however, moved 
probably by the mieanness of plea that the travel- 
ing was illegal because it occurred on Sunday, 
held that Miss Ellis’ entertainment was of a re- 
ligious character, and gave Madame Feital $5,000 
damages.

The case was appealed, 
and the Supreme Court of Massachusetts sol- 
emnly determined that, if the accused was tray- 
eling post-haste on public business without 
blowing his horn,” the Deacons were wrong; but 
if he blew the horn he was a miserable Sabbath- 
breaker, and liable to prosecution..

time reduces that supply to each engine very 
considerably, and diminishes the supply in all 
other parts of the city. When the Fire Depart- 
ment is drawing from twenty or more plugs, the 
supply left for stand-pipes in large buildings, 
and for hose in upper stories, is necessarily 80 
scant as to be valueless. The introduction of 
water from the river through brick or pips tunnels 
to convenient wells all through the dis!rict be- 
tween Twenty-second on thesouth, Halsted on the 
west, State street on the east, and, say, Chicago 
avenue on the north, would be invaluable as an 
auxiliary supply. It would avoid any serious 
weakening of the water in the ordinary mains, 
would furnish the engines with an abundant 
supply, and enable each man, on his own prem- 
ises, with hose attached to the regular mains, to 
defend himself. 

The cost of this would be comparative- 
ly trifling. It could be laid expeditious- 
ly. It would not cost over $7,000 2 
mile, and 100 miles of it might be laid within the 
next two years, to the incalculable benefit of the 
city as a protective measure. Let any person 
who thinks this aggregate expenditure a large 
one think of the consequences of an accident 
to the pumping works on Chicago avenue! We 
know what an interruption of those works costs, 
and the peril that it involves. We who for ten 
years have become familiar with fires costing 
from one to ten millions of dollars should 
not think the expenditure of $700,000 for an 
unfailing supply of water for the Fire Depart- 
ment either extravagant or large. Our present 
supply-pipes are in many districts too small to 
furnish water to the engines fast enough. It is 
proposed to take them up and lay large ones. 
To do this m all parts of the city where it =» 
needed will cost more than to lay these pipes or 
tunnels from the river and its branches. If the 
latter be constructed the change in the water- 
pipes may be postponed for many yeara,

It will be noticed that, in his frenzy to ex- 
ecute columns of vivid word-painting, the agent forgot 
to locate the origin of the fire, which was com- 
municated to us by a special dispatch from our own 
correspondent hours before it occurred to the excited 
Chicagoan,

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MOHAMMEDANISM. 

Mr. B. Bosworth Smith, fellow of Trinity 
College, Oxford, has just published the four ex- 
cellent lectures which he delivered on Moham- 
med and Mohammedanism before the Royal 
Institution of Great Britain last winter. The 
work is full of interest, It shows that Moham- 
medanism bas not yet lost the fire of its youth, 
although ite energy manifests itself otherwise 
than in the overthrow of empires and the at- 
tempted conquest of continents. It relies now 
on persuasion and other peaceable means of 
propagandism. It numbers between 100,000,000 
and 150), 000, 006 adherents, and is gaining in 
various parts $f the world, but especially in 
Africa. Wherever the Mohammedans obtain 8 
foothold schools are opened fhe canse of 
education prospers. The religion M the Br 
seems to be peculiarly adapted to“ the %fri 
nature. It has done more for Africa than i 
tianity has, and where Christianity has entirely 
failed Mohammedanism has succeeded and been 
productive of good. Its success is not due to its 
belng ideally the better religion, for it is not; 
but because it was best adapted to control the 
African mind under the conditions which sur- 
round it. 

Mr. Smith shows that Mohammed was not an 
impostor, but an enthusiast. Mohammed's doo- 
trine, drawn largely from Jewish and Christian 
success, had much of the good of both. He 
taught the existence of God, and that He 
was a righteous and merciful Ruler. He 
recognized that Christ was a prophet, s 
messenger of God, and taught the resur- 
rection of the body and the doctrine of future 
rewards and punishments. He was an unflinch- 
ing enemy of idolatry. Mohammedanism pro- 
tests against polytheiem in all its shapes. It 
proclaims the absolute equality of all men be- 
fore God, and has a just sense of the dignity of 
human nature. It teaches the Providence of 
God, and inculeates absolute submission to His 
will. 

u need not surprise us to learn that there is so 
much of good in Mohammedanism, spite of its 
sanctioning polygamy, and its other biemishes. 
Man never embraced a religion which he did not 
believe to be good, and he never thought «a 
religion good which did not have at least some 
good in ii. The religions of the beathen are not 
unmixed error. Compared with Christianity 
we find them wanting. Compared with the re- 
ligions they have replaced,—and nearly all ex- 
isting religions have supplanted some other,— 
they are a positive blessing to their professors. 
When an African tribe embraces Islamism, as 
Dean Stanley has shown, polytheism disappears, 
sorcery diesaway, human sacrifices are discontin- 
ued; the people rise to a higher plane of morali- 
ty; they learn the use of clothes forthe first 
time; cleanliness takes the place cf filth ; hos- 
pitality is universally observed and drunken- 
ness is a rare phenomenon. If such be the 
effects of Mohammedaniam on the negro 
race, it is but reasonable to suppose 
that others of the relatively mferior re-

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III BURNT DISTRICT. 
The following suggestions are offered in re- 
~ gard to the burnt district: 
First—Dearborn street should be opened 80 feet 
wide to Fourteenth street, as in fact the late 
' gondemnation proceedings provide. A wide cen- 
tral thoroughfare west of State, and without 
horse-car tracks, has long been needed in the 
South Division. The lots on both sides of this 
street will be about 70 feet deep. 
Second—Fourth avenue, which ie only 40 feet 
wide at Jackson street, should be widened by tak- 
ing 20 feet off the west side. thus making it 60 feet 
wide to Fourteenth street, and leaving the lots 
80 feet deep. A large portion of this line is 
now entirely free from buildings. Nearly all 
the buildings that are left are small frame 
| houses, whose owners should be compelled to 
move them back, if needed, the expense of which 
would not be great. The few brick and stone 
buildings that are now upon the proposed line, 
and which it would cost too much to tear down 
at present, could be left as they now are until 
the city has less work on its hands, and feels 
richer,—the main thing now being to establish 
the line upon which all new buildings should be 
built. 
Third—Third avenue, from Jackson to Harri- 
don street, is now 70 feet wide, but gradually 
narrows as it goes south until it reaches Four- 
teenth street, where it is only 40 feet wide. 
Enough should be taken off the east side of 
Third avenue to make a uniform width of 70 
feet, which would leave the lots about 90 feet 
deep. Most of the buildings have been burned 
off along the proposed line, and the frame houses 
left could be moved back, and the few stone and 
brick houses left standing where they are for 
the ut, —the main thing here also being to 
establish a line for the new buildings. It has 
deen proposed to close up Third and Fourth av- 
enues entirely, but this would be a mistake, for 
in all thickly-populated portions of the city the 
more streets we have for light, ventilation, 
drainage, prevention against fire, &c., the 
better. To close up any of those we 
now have because of their narrowness 
would only be making a bad matter 
worse. The true policy is to widen those we al- 
ready have. There is the further consideration, 
that to close Third and Fourth avenues would 
destroy the lota on the east side of Third and 
the west side of Fourth avenues, and array in 
combined opposition all the owners along the 
entire line. On the other hand, by widening 
these avenues, and bringing them up to a flret- 
Class standard, their property is benefited, and 
thus the sympathy and aid of the owners secur- 
ed. The amount of land taken being only a few 
feet from the [front of the lots, so few build- 
ings being touched, and the superior advantage 
of a wide street being so evident, and the need 
of it in these two avenues so plain, it would cer- 
tainly seem that every owner would gladly give 
the ground taken. It is actually far cheaper to 
widen the avenues than to close them up—be- 
cause of the endless litigation in which the city 
would be involved in attempting the latter. 
Fourth—Congress street should, if possible, be 
extended west to the Michigan Southern Depot.

THE SOUTHWEST FIRE-TRAP. . 
The accusers of Marshal Benner overlook the * 
very important fact that, when the fire broke out 
near Taylor street, last Tuesday afternoon, 
there was a fire burning in the West Divieion on 
Twenty-second street, near Paulina. This fire 
was in a planing-mill, or box-factory, or some 
other inflammable structure, and the Marshal 
was engaged there personally fighting that fire 
at a point far more threatening a general con- 
flagration than the one on the South Side. Had 
that fire got headway, who can tell where it. 
would have stopped? Having subdued that the 
Marshal came to the South Side fire, which was 
then in full blast. 

Here is an instance proving the supreme folly 
of the compromise fire ordinance of 1872. That 
ordinance set apart all of the city south of Bix- 
teenth street and west of Jefferson, as far as 
Throop street, and thence all west of Throop 
street and south of Twelfth street, for 
the construction of wooden buildings, including 
planing-mills, sash, door, and blind factories, 
carpenter and cooper shops, wagon and carriage 
factories, furniture factories, saw-mills, and 
all other manner of buildings used for wood 
manufactures. In this same district the distilla- 
tion and manufacture of naphtha, coal and other 
inflammable oils, in wooden buildings, was also 
authorized. In this same district, and extend- 
ing north along the river to Twelfth street, are 
stored lumber, lath, and shingles. 

The funny thing about this ordinance is that 
it was enacted after the fire of 1871, when it had 
been established that the danger to Chicago was 
from fires originating in the southwest part of 
the city. By that ordinance every license and 
encouragement was given to every business and 
occupation and every kind of inflammable build- 
ing to establish itself in the wide area southwest 
of the city. Any person who will visit that 
district will see what the fire ordinance of 
1872 has done in preparing for a grand 
conflagration to begin in that quarter and en- 
velop the whole city. A fire broke out in one of 
these tinder-boxes on Tuesday an hour or two 
before the Taylor street fire, and the Marshal, 
in extinguishing that successfully, saved the 
city from a conflagration much larger than that 
of 1871. Now that the Common Council have

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THE FLORENCE MILLENNIUM. 

Florence, Mass., a suburb of Northampton,

Ex-Attorney-General Hoar, then 
on the Bench, delivered the opinion, which con- 
cluded ‘‘ that taking the seaweed was not a work 
of necessity within the meaning of the law; but 
how it would be if a whale had happened to be 
stranded on the shore we need not determine.”

John Quincy 
Adams in 1838 offered a series of resolutions in 
the House of Representatives against Andrew 
Stevenson, father of the present Senator from 
Kentucky, then the American Ministerat En- 
gland, for sending a challenge to Daniel O' Con- 
nell, the great Liberator, but they were laid upon 
the table, and when repeated in form 
were dis of in the same way. 

I could fill several volumes with published in- 
stances as they are given m the books, but 
these will suffice. I cannot better terminate 
this sketch than by publishing the following 
statement of the great duel which took place 
near Was in 1819, between Gen. 
Armstead T. Mason. Senator in Congress from 
Virginia, and the celebrated John M. McCartv. 
They were brothers-in-law, and fought with 
muskets. McCarty did not want to fight, but 
Mason pi him. Mason’s words were as 
follows: *‘ Agree to any terms that he may pro- 

or to any distance—+to three feet, his pre- 
favorite distance, or to three inches, 

should his impetuous and rash courage prefer 
it, to any weapons or forms—pistols, muskets, 
or rifles—agree at once,” @ received the 
challenge. McCarty proposed to fight on a 
barrel of powder, or with dirks. Both modes 
were objected to, and finally McCarty accepted 
the cartel, and stated his terms as follows ; 
„Gentlemen, I agree to meet and fight your 
friend, Gen. A. T. Mason, to-morrow evening at 
5 o'clock, at Montgomery Court- House. As 1 
am at liberty to select the weapons with which I 
am to fight. I beg leave to propose a musket 
charged with buckshot, at the distance of ten 
feet.” Afterward they substituted a single ball 
for buckshot, and increased the distance to more 
than twelve feet. Col. MoCarty killed Gen. 
Mason at the first fire, the ball passing through 


his breast. 

The following el to this deadly feud, 
which never in print, is from the pen 
of one of the oldest citizens of Washington, 
who writes from personal knowledge: 

“On the 6th day of Feb , 1819, at Bla- 
densburg, in the District of umbia, was 
fought one of the most remarkable duels known 
in the annals of the bloody code.

The Duke of 
Connaught, a few days back, was a Commoner 
eligible to a seat in the House of Commons; now 
he is a Peer with a seat in the House of Lords. 
But it would certainly be thought strange, most 
likely it would be ed “upconsticutional,” if 
he were to take to the career which XI to 
other members of the Houses of and 
Commons. It would not be thought the thing 
for a son of the sovereign to take, as any other 
member may if he can, a leading part in the de- 
bates of the House, to hold a place in the body 
which practically administers the Government, 
or to take part among those whose functions— 
no less constitutionally recognized—it is to look 
out for the errors of those who administer the 
Government, and to take their place if they can. 
Bat no law hinders him from doing these things ; 
if the Duke of Connaught should stand forth, as 
the Black Prince did, as a Parliamentary leader, 


a chief of opposition, the foremost among the 
champions of reform, he has exactly the same 
legal right to do ail this as the Black Prince 
had. 


The change which makes it impossible for the 
Duke of Connaught to do with the general ap- 
proval what the Black Prince did—a change 
which therefore makes it impossible for him to 
do it at alli—comes very naturally from the 
changes which have taken place since then in 
the condition of the kingly office iteelf. But it 
comes from them combined with certain other 
influences, of quite another kind, and coming 
from quite another quarter, but which have 
practically fitted in with those changes in a most 
remarkable way. The changes which made our 
sovereigas what is pow understood by the words 
“coustitutional monarchs” are all of native 

wth, and every change has implied some 
— of the real royal power. hut side by 
side with this process, the continental notion of 
a royal family, as something altogether distinct 
from the nation, a notion which had its root in 
the extremest notions of royal power, came in 
along with the Hanovarian dynasty; and the 
two things, so utterly opposite in their origin, 
starting from principles the most hostile to one 
another, have been found im practice to work 
well together. A royal family there has indeed 
been from the beginning, a family honored 
above all others as the 

NOBLEST AMONG THE NOBLE, 

a family out of which, in an earlier stage, Kings 
were chosen, and whose members in a later 
stage bave succeeded to the crown according to 
rules marked down bylaw. Two members of 
this royal family, the eldest son and the eldest 
daughter of the reiguing sovereign, have actual 
rights and privileges bestowed by the law. The 
rest have, like the children of peers, a barren 
precedence only. The eldest son is a peer by 
birth; the other members of the family are not, 
or anything else, unless the King chooses to do 
for them what he may equally do for any other 
of his subjects. 

It must, of course, not be forgotten that, 
though reverence for the roval family has cer- 
tainly grown stronger, though the distinction 
between them and other people has certainly 
grown wider within the last hundred and fifty 
years or do, yet it would have been . a 
sign of what we mean if it h mere- 
ly stayed as it was. For all other dis- 
tinctions have got fainter and faint- 
er. It ts now thought to be an honor to 
„attend on—in plain words, to be a servant to 
-?“ royal” Duke or Duchess. No one thinks 
it an hooor to attend a Duke or Duchess who 
is not royal. Now we need pot say that there 
was @ time when men of any rank thought it an 
honor to “attend” men of the rank next 
above their own. When a nobleman had 
gentlemen and knights in his own ser- 
vice, it was not wonderful that he should 
not disdain the service of a King, or even of a 
King’s son. The remarkable thing is that, while 
the service of rank to rank has died out in all 
other e it has lived on in this. We suspect 
that the tinction has, in some points, grown 
mye / stronger; but even if it has not, it 

practically grown stronger by remaining the 
only distinction. While the royal family was 
once merely the highest stage of mary ascend- 
ing stages, it now stands by itself, parted from 
all below in a wayia which none of the lower 
stages are from one snother. Or, per- 
haps we should say, that itis the highest stage 
but one which has gained, while the highest. of 
all has lost. When we call the doings of the 
Etheling royal,“ we certainly exalt the Aithel- 

at the expense of the King. 

e have said that two opposite causes. at 
least two causes springing from opposite sour- 
ces, have jomed together to bring about this 
state of things. As the personal authority of 
the crown becomes leas and less, as royalty be- 
comes more and more of # constitutional ab- 
straction, it follows almost naturally that the 
homage paid to the sovereign will become, if 
not er in degree, at least different in kind. 
The less real authority a sovereign has, the more 
does he become a person whose sayings are not 
to be contradicted, whose acts are not to be 
criticised. For the conventional system of a 
constitutional monarchy takes care that the 
sovereign shall not sav anything that can be con- 
tradicted, or do auything that can be criticised, 
It does not follow that a constitutional King is a 
mere puppet. What Ammianus said mockingly 
of a despot and his favorite, may be said more 
gravely and in a better sense of a King who is 
not & despot. Constantius was said to 
havea good deal of influence with the chief 
of the eunuchs, and, in a better sense, 
a sensible King may have a good deal of 
influence with a sensible Minister. But it is the 
Minister alone who is set up to be contradictea 
and criticised; the King personally never comes 
forward, as Kings who really ruled often did, to 
oppose or dispute with any of his subjects. No 
modern King is likely to be told by one of his 
Earls, By God, Sir King, I will neither go nor 
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hang.” But that is because no modern King is 
’ ** By God, Sir 
you shall either go or hang.” The greater

Through the whole sixteenth century there 
were crowds of people who had contingent 
claims to the crown, but they were not people 


whom anybody would have called royal. The 
royal family,” as a working institution, really 
takes aleap from the of Henry IV. to the 


son and grandson of George I.—is it too bitter a 
sarcasm to say, from John Duke of Bedford to 
Frederick Prince of Wales? Between these

quite new terms, And after all, no one has ever 
told us what is the royal family. No one has yet 
been further off the reigning sovereign than 
‘first cousin. The status of more distant 
kinefolk has never been fixed, because no case 
has ever arisen to call for ita bei fixed. We 
trust the line of the Dukes Counaught 
may not die out so soon as the lineg of so many 
other royal dukedoms havedied out. But we 
should greatly lke to know—it is not the first 
time that we have put the question—what the 
son of mg son of the present Duke will 
be call Unless the reigning sovereign spe- 
cially bestows some rank or title on reg by looks 
very much as if he will come into the world 
withont even a surname, and will be nothing at 
all until he becomes a Christian or otherwise ob- 
tains a prenomen. 
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The Latest Discoveries om the Site of 
Nineveh. 

Mr. George Smith bas just returned to Lon- 
don from Nineveh, and sends to the Afhenaum 
these notes rega'ding a part of a curious tablet 
containing an Assvrian copy of an early Baby- 
lonian text: .‘* Portions of this interesting 
document were already in the British Museum. 
The gevealogy and opening paragraphs of the 
text were, however, still wanting, apd conse- 
quently there was no evidence as to ihe age of 
the inscription. I have now discovered, in the 
Palace Assur-bani-pal, at Koyunjik, the remain- 
ing portion of the inscription, which proves to 
be of great interest. The genealogy presents 
six names, four of which are perfect; the names 
are early in style, and belong to the most ancient 

eriod of Babylonian history, one curious point 

that the counts as his ancestor Sug- 
amuna, who was afterward worshped by the 
Babylonians as a god. The date of this text is 
probably at least as early as B.C: 2000, and it 
gives a curious view of the history and religion 
of Babylon at that early period. Itavpears that 
in one of the wars of thas age the Babylonians 
had been defeated by the people of Hani, a 
place the name and existence of which had 
passed awavin Assyrian times, and the images 
of Merodach aud Liratbanit (the Succoth Ben- 
oth of the Bible) had been carried away to the 
land of Hani. The King of lon sent a 
high officer to Hani, who brought back these 
sacred images. when they were rededicated 
with great splendor, the monarch makiog rich 
presents of gold, jewels, and clothing to the 
shrines.”

Peter's, but the imperious manners of the great 
Buonarotti vexed him to such a degree that he 
resigned the office, He ed the impressive 
monument of his patron, Paul IV., which is in the

Verdict of the Physicians in the Me- 
Cormick Case-<IFrecautions to pre- 
vent the Development of the Disease. 
Nuw York, July 18.—The pbysicians who have 
as a Coroner's jury in the case of 
oCormick, who died of hydrophobia 
25, have brought their  inves- 
tigation to a close given _ their 
verdict. — 1 say: We have been 
unable to establish conclusively by what dog the 
disease was conveyed to McCormick. We regard 
bvdrophobia as a disease communicated only by 
innoculation with specie- and not capable of 
transmission from a nop id animal.

It is said that the Bureau found some time 
since that he was selling beer in barrels on which 
were counterfeit stamps; that, in consideration 
of bis informing against others using 
stamps, he was not prosecuted, and tbat in time 
he was * employed in this line of 
business. When the safe burglary was set up, 
it is asserted that he was selected by Whitely or 
Nettleship as the proper person to play the part 
for whieh he was chosen, and that he was sent 
on here and did his work without any knowledge 
of the full effect that it would have. or, im fact, 
the real purpose of 1% It is stated that, in his 
interview to-day with Riddle, he implicated prom- 
ment gentlemen, not beretofore ramed, in con-

Hayes, produc- 
ing his diary, which be bas not heretofore 
publicly used, substantated Zeiruthin a great 
many important particulars,
